AN ACT Relating to the use of the life sciences discovery fund to
support research invol ving human stem cel |l s; anmendi ng RCW 43. 350. 005;
and addi ng a new section to chapter 43.350 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW43.350.005 and 2005 ¢ 424 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

The legislature declares that pronoting the health of state
residents is a fundanental purpose of state governnent. The
| egi sl ature declares it to be a clear public purpose and governnent al
function to pronote life sciences research to foster a preventive and
predictive vision of the next generation of health-related innovations,
to enhance the conpetitive position of WAshington state in this vital
sector of the econony, and to inprove the quality and delivery of
health care for the people of Washington. The |egislature finds that
public support for and pronotion of |ife sciences research will benefit
the state and its residents through inproved health status and health
out cones, econom c developnent, and contributions to scientific
know edge, and such research wll |l ead to Dbreakthroughs and
i nprovenents that mght not otherwi se be discovered due to |ack of
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exi sting market incentives, especially in the area of regenerative
medi ci ne. The legislature finds that in order to develop a vibrant
life sciences research environnent in Washington and to achieve the
greatest benefits from investnents in life sciences research, there
nust be a balanced investnent in a broad range of research fields

including human adult stemcells, human enbryonic germcells, and hunan
enbryonic stem cells. The legislature finds that public support for
and pronotion of life sciences research has the potential to provide
cures or new treatnments for many debilitating diseases that cost the
state mllions of dollars each year. |t is appropriate and consi stent
with the intent of the master settlenent agreenent between the state
and tobacco product manufacturers to invest a portion of the revenues
derived therefromby the state in life sciences research, to | everage
the revenues with other funds, and to encourage cooperation and
i nnovation anong public and private institutions involved in life
sci ences research. The purpose of this chapter is to establish alife
sci ences discovery fund authority, to grant that authority the power to
contract wwth the state to receive revenues under the master settl enent
agreenent, and to contract with other entities to receive other funds,
and to disburse those funds consistent with the purpose of this
chapter. The life sciences discovery fund is intended to pronpte the
best available research in life sciences disciplines through diverse
Washi ngton institutions and to build upon existing strengths in the
area of biosciences and biomanufacturing in order to spread the
econom ¢ benefits across the state. The |ife sciences discovery fund
is also intended to foster inproved health care outconmes and i nproved
agricultural production research across this state and the world. The
research investnents of the life sciences discovery fund are intended
to further the goals of the "Bio 21" report and to support future
statew de, conprehensive strategies to lead the nation in life
sci ences-rel ated research and enpl oynent .

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 43.350 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The human stemcell research advisory commttee is created as
a standing commttee of the authority. The human stem cell research
advi sory comm ttee consists of nine nenbers appointed by the governor.
The governor shall consider those candi dates as may be recomended for
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appointnment by the University of Wshington and the bionedical
community. The human stemcell research advisory commttee consists of
the foll ow ng nenbers

(a) Five scientists with experience in bionedical research in the
field of cell differentiation, nuclear reprogranmng, tissue formation
and regeneration, stem cell bi ol ogy, devel opnent al bi ol ogy,
regenerative nmedicine, or related fields;

(b) Two nedical ethicists;

(c) One person with a background in |egal issues related to human
enbryonic stemcell research, in vitro fertilization, or famly law, as
it applies to the donation of blastocysts and oocytes; and

(d) One nenber of the public.

(2) The human stem cell research advisory commttee shall devel op
scientific, ethical, and |egal guidelines for research involving the
derivation or use of human adult stem cells, human enbryonic germ
cells, and human enbryonic stem cells in Washington. The guidelines
must be submtted to the authority by July 1, 2008. The gui del i nes
must i nclude recommendations for the authority to use when selecting
projects involving the derivation of human enbryonic stemcells, by any
met hod, including somatic cell nuclear transfer. The recomendations
must inform the authority of specific scientific, ethical, and |ega
considerations to examne in its selection of research projects
i nvol ving human stem cells. The authority shall use the scientific
recoomendations in the guidelines to assist the authority in
determ ni ng which human stem cell research projects neet the goals of
the funding criteria established in RCW43. 350.030. After adoption of
the initial guidelines, the human stemcell research advisory commttee
may revise the guidelines, issue advisory opinions, or provide other
techni cal assistance, at the request of the authority, to account for
new devel opnents in research and nedicine. The authority may request
that the human stem cell research advisory conmttee review specific
research proposals that include the use of human stem cells. Such a
review by the human stem cell research advisory commttee nust be
submtted to the authority, which shall nake all final determ nations
on project approval and funding.
